R u h r situation wan Improved, but the rebel nationalist defied the authorities 
and announced a mas* meeting would be held tonight or Sunday "whether 
Hie governm ent liked it or not." 
He is determined to overthrow the present 
Bavarian leaders and establish Socialist nationalist control.

To rescue some French soldiers in 
a street battle, colonial troops on duty 
at Treves wrere forced to charge the 
crowds.

Bavarian Government Ordered Nationalist Leader to With­ 
hold His “White” Demonstrations Planned 
for Today Until Ruhr Calmed 


French Soldiers and German Civilians Were Wounded in 
Street Fighting at Treves During the Night; 
Martial Law Proclaimed in City 


(By United Press) 
Berlin, Jan. 27.— All Bavaria was under martial law today. 
Revolt of German fasciti under Hittler, the nationalist chief­ 
tain, was feared. 
The Bavarian government ordered Hittler to 
withhold his “white” demonstrations planned for today until the 
Ruhr situation was improved, but the rebel nationalist defied the authorities 
and announced a mass meeting would be held tonight or Sunday "whether 
tile government liked it or not.” 
He is determined to overthrow the present 
Bavarian leaders and establish Socialist nationalist control. 


Colonial Troops Charge Crowds

Mayence, Jan. 27.—French soldiers ! 
and German civilians were wounded 
in street fighting at Treves during the 
night. 
Martial law was proclaimed and ten 
city officials were expelled in reprisal 
for the populace’s attitude which was 
one of defiance. 
To rescue some French soldiers in 
a street battle, colonial troops on duty 
at Treves were forced to charge the 
crowds. 


Custom House Barrier Complete 
Essen, Jan. 27.—Custom offices es­ 
tablished between the Ruhr valley and 
the rest of Germany were put into op­ 
eration today by the French army of 
occupation. 
Reports reaching Essen said the bar­ 
rier was practically complete, Ger­ 
mans now being required lo pay the 
invaders tax upon products 
of 
the 
Ruhr shipped to territories other than 
French reparations collectors. 
The situation in the entire occupied 
area was one of 
critical 
suspense. 
Martial law was in effect at Treves 
and a virtual state of siege was re ­ 
ported to exist at Dusseldorf and Co­ 
blenz.

ATTRIBUTE THEIR SUCCESS 
TO COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS 
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T he report of the interim committee on education h;t> directed J | y the people of the eitv. 
attention to matters thai ougid to be intelligently considered b y 
the legislature. 
The committee has discovered that conditions bi 
the rural districts are not at all commendable. 
The* school build­ 
ings are in many cases inadequate, and the teachers are not quali­ 
fied by training and experience to educate the children af the 
rural communities, who are often neglected while city children 
have all of the educational advantages. 
This is not always true, 
for there arc exceptionally able teachers in some of the rural 
schools, whose experience has enabled them to give real values 
for the compensation receiver?. 
The committee recommends that consolidated ach ads be built 
wherever possible and the children carried to these by the best 
means. This recommendation is a good one and with the improve­ 
ment in roads is becoming moil* practical. 
But the districts in 
which consolidated schools are desirable are not always given a 
fair share of the educational rn rnies of the state. 
The committee 
finds it true of these expenditures that “To him that hath shall be 
given.” 
Those who need assistance moat receive least. 
The divi­ 
sion of school funds must be more equitably arranged. 
In looking over the cities the committee finds that quite often 
school buildings are erected which are the acme of extravagance. 
This spend-tbrift policy must be checked. 
It is said of homes 
that “the fool builds a large house and the wise man lives in it.” 
The point of the old saying conics from the necessity the builder 
of the large home is under of selling it because he cannot afford 
the upkeep, so that the wise man is able to buy it for much less 
than the cost of building. 
But with schools it is different. 
Once 
Inuit these must be kept up. 
Imposing buildings with wonderful 
architectural ornamentation look well and cost much. 
Buildings 
should be built which will take care of reasonable increases in 
numbers in the future but exorbitant demands along this line 
should be vetoed by the* people.
